GRIME IN NEW YORK. 


A Young Wife Horribly Abused by a Gang 
of Hoodiuma. 

‘New York, Jan. 8. —[By the Associ- 
ated-Press.} William Parell. 21 years 
old, and his newly-weddéd wife, aged 
19, living at No. 608 West Fifty-fourth 
street, were awakened this morning by 
some one breaking into their apart- 
ments.

“Short Sellers.” — 


fle Thinks Earope Would be Buying 
American Wheat at Higher Prices 
sotag Were It Not for Spec. 
ulative Deals.

Cutcaco, Jan. 3.—{By the Associated 
Press.}| Senator Washburn ef Minne- 
sota. the author and introducer of the 
Option Bill. ,presented to the United 
States Senate last, month, was in the 
city today en rout. to Washingion. To 
an inter Ocean reporter he said: ‘I 
have just finished reading an interview 
in your paper with Mr. Counselman, in 
which he severely criticises the bili in- 
troduced by me to prevent grain 
gambiing. I am not surprised at his 
hostility nor disturbed by the sarcastic 
references to my phi.anthropy in Ahe 
premises, for any effort directed to- 
ward the curtailment of the great evil 
kuown as ‘short selling’’ is expected 
to call down the wrath of all dealers 
in illegitimate or fat grain. What I 
want to do is to stop the pernicious, de- 
moralizing practice known as “‘short 
seliing’’ by which a man can gq on the 
board without a kernel of grain, real or 
prospective, and sel} a miliion bushels, 
depressing the market the same 1s if so 
much grain had beendumpea onit.. Mr. 
Pillsbury, the largest buyer of real 
wheat in the world, tells us that there 
are men in Minneapolis. with their of- 
fices in their hats, who sell more wheat 
in a year than be buys.*" 

Referring to the meeting of the 
Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce 
called Saturday for a conference with 
him the senator Said: “Of course the 
Board of ‘frade folks up there occupy 
the same position as the Chicago board.

(O.,) Jan. 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Sabbath has been 
Teverently respected by the Senatorial 
contestants, and a temporary armistice 
has been declared in the great political 
battle which has waged so vigorously 
for the past few weeks. Both Senator 
Sherman and ex-Gov. Foraker have re- 
mained onthe ground, but the day bas 
been one of inactivity so far as their 
lieutenants are concerned. This sud- 
den inaction, the foraker men say, is 
but the calm which precedes the storm. 
The Sherman men say it isthe rigur 
mortis of an expiring: cause. To the 
friends of the distinguished ..Senator 
the battle is fought and won; to the ad- 


political atmosphereis laden with hope- 
ful augury, and in the woof of the 
future are still tobe woven strange Tre- 
sults. 
of complacent expectancy on the one 
hand, eternal hope on the other. 

While the impression is certainly 
general among the impartial lookers 
on at Columbus, tiat the »peakership

Welsh voting for Foraker, or one of the 
Sherman men going to him would give 
him the required 47.

‘TheSen- 
ator’s friends are loudly saying tonight 
that he will have a majority of not less

Twenty years 
agoaltthissorroftning would have been 
denounced by intelligent people as the 
most odious sort of charlatanism, but 
now it is acknowledged to be an exhi- 
bition of genuine mental and nervous 
phenomena. Scientists had a hard 
time bringing themselves to acknowl- 
edge this, and now that they do~ ac- 
knowledge it, they are more mystified 
than ever. It is one of the greatest 
riddles of the age. That one, mind 
should be able to read the inmost 
thoughts of another, with or without 
the sense of touch; that one mind can 
obtain a complete mastery over an- 
other, and, after taking away its indi- 
viduality, substitute such thoughts and 
impulses as the dominating intellect 
chooses; that suggestions may be given 
in the trance stage which the subject 
will scrupulously follow in his subse- 
quently wakeful and lIucid momonts; 
that all these things should be accom- 
plished by hypnotism is a cause of un- 
ending wonder to physiologists. It is 
done, but how is it done? The super- 
ficial explanation of peculiar mental 
and nervous faculties, of an abnormal 
concentration of the will power of the 
hypnotist, of certain passes in the air 
with the hands, may give the how, but 
not the why. 

There are seven distinctly marked 
stages in hypnosis which are recognized 
by the best-informed medical experts. 

The first, as defined by Dr. Liebault, 
is that of a lightslumber. In this stage 
the subject is in an ordinary doze pro- 
duced bya gentle, monotonous move- 
mentof the hands of the hypnotist, 
fixing the patient's eyes steadily upon 
some bright, small object, thus produc- 
ing slight cerebral exhaustion. There 
is no marked peculiarity about this 
stage, except that the subject is more 
susceptible to suggestion, but the least 
noise or brusque movement will restore 
his equanimity. Inthis stage the ‘sub- 
ject has not lost consciousness. 

Dr. Liebault calls the -second stage 
“sommeil profound. The characteristics 
are that the subject -is in a deep sleep, 
but retdins consciousness of what is go- 
ing ou around him, He is ina state of 
increased susceptibility to suggestion; 
so much so. in fact, that if told that he 
cannot open his eves he cannot do i 
His general condition is one of natural 
Sleep, except that in ordinary sleep the_ 
patient hears nothing and a sound will 
awake him, whereas in this sleep the 
patient if spoken to will answer, and 
even loud noises will not startle him. 

The third stage, or somnambulism, is 
the first in which the subject com- 
pletely loses control] of his actions. In 
‘this condition he hears and sees no one

The fourth stage is catalepsy. This 
is the first stage which is absolutely 
pathological. and is not, asin the for- 
mer stages..therely psychical effects. 
allina flaccid or wax-like condition. 
and if the subject’s limbs are placed in 
position, no matter how awkward or 
uncomfortable it may be, he will retain 
it, while his breathing and pulse will 
remain more regular than any one ina 
normal condition could possibly attempt 
to simulate. This has been proven by 
the sphymographic charts of Tamburine 
and Seppili. In this stage the ocular 
and patellar reflex is almost entirely de- 
ficient. 

The fifth stage is lethargy.» This isa. 
stage which is dangerous for any one 
not fully competent and with long ex- 
perience to meddle with, on account of 
the acute tetanus which always accom- 
paniesit. The general idea is expressed 
by the German investigators that these 
effects are produced by suggestion and 
imitation. This is erroneous, however, 
as has been demonstrated by the 
clinique of Prof. . Charcot a la Salt- 
petriere, Paris. 
are first, an entirely celaxed condition | 
of the muscles, so that if the subject is 
raised up and let fall he will dropin a 
heap, and without the least ability te 
better his position. Secondly, there 
is a neuro-muscular hyperexcitability 
which manifests itself upon the least 
stimulation. For instance. if the mas- 
seter or muscle of the jaw is touched it 
will contract as from a tetanic spasm. 
The danger lies in the liability of these 
tetantic contractions spreading and in- 
volving some vital organ, or even, 
reaching the heart. It is beyond all 
power of man to simulate these symp- 
toms. Thirlly, association of ideas is 
entirely absent, and the brain” is func- 
tionally inactive. 

The sixth stage or complete contrac- 
ture is never induced except for scien- 
tific investigation or for extreme surgi- 
cal operations. All the muscles except 
those concerned inthe circulation and 
respiration are rigidly contracted. All 
reflexes and mental phenomena are ab- 
sent. and long continuance in this con-" 
dition, sometimes called deep trance, 
may cause the subject to pass quietly 
into the seventh stage, which is death.

It is believed by many that a Hindu 
fakir is able to hypnotize a multitude 
of people around him. so that he may 
impart to them mental impressions of 
the most extraordinary things. For ex- 
ample, the rope climbing trick, which 
has ‘many times been discribed by Ori- 
ental travelers. can only be attributed 
to hypnotism on any rational bypoth- 
esis. The fakir throws a coil of rope 
into*the air and one end disappears 
while the other end remains hanging 
within reach of the operator. After 
going through various manenyers, a

he disappears. Then the fakir takes 
a big knife between his teeth and fol- 
lows the boy.. Presently the boy is 
thrown down insections—first an army. 
then a leg. then the head, then the 
bloody trunk and finally the other mem- 
bers of the body. The fakir descends, 
throws a cloth over the mangled re- 
mains, and. in a few moments, the boy 
walks up from the outside of the circle | 
as sound asever. While the spectators 
witness this astounding seene, and 
would be willing to swear toevery de- 
tail, the fact has been demonstrated 
that a photographic camera trained

in active operation takes no impression 
of it. Hence it is concluded that it is 
all an hallucination, and everybody in 
the company has been. subjected to hyp- 
notic suggestion. 

Jacolliot, a profound student of Orien- 
talism, describes a fakir who placed 
himself in the trance®stages, had his 
ears and nose’ plugged with cotton and 
allowed himself to be buried and left 
in the grave, which was well guarded 
for fourteen days.

Men Who Meet Death by Slow Degrees 
While Kerning a Living. 

_ There are many trauldes which mean, 
sooner or later, sure death to the work- 
man. In some cases death comes early; in 
others, where the man is workiug amon 
cumulative poisons, it is lingering aud 
painful in the extreme. But of all others 
the salt cake, bleaching powder and lime- 
house men bave death most surely staring 
them In the face. . 

The acid gas given off from the salt cake 
furnaces is very ying, and flaunel protec- 
tion over the mouth is used to ward this 
off, but in spite of it teeth ana gums fall a 
victim to the-acid. Very frequently bits 
“get nibbled hy the action of the acid out of 
men’s bands and arms. Some of the hands 
have a corrugated look in consequence. 

Lime is the principal. ingredient out of 
which bleagsbing. powder is made. Before 
it goes to. the chloride chambers, where it 
is to absorb the gas, it is carefully treated 
and reduced to a fine powder. It is sifted 
and beaten about and sianked, and the men 
who have to do this work have a job which 
no one need envy. 

Imagine working all day or all nicht, as_ 
the case may be, in a five mist of lime— 
lime clouds flying about like a cloud of 
Mosquitoes, with a far sharper bite too. 
To protect themselves the men resort toa 
muzzie or to a piece of rag or flannel held 
tightly between the teeth. The exposed 
parts of the skin are carefully greased, 

and a sort of paper mask is trequently iin- 
provised in addition to the caps which the 
men wear. 

In spite of everything, however, the lime 
gets in somewhere and infliés tts bite. Al?

The lodging- 
house,. with the Methodist Church and 
adjoining dwelling, were entirely de- 
stroyed. 

Three men were burned to “death.

and E. W. Foster of the Star Nervine 
Concert Company. Many of the in- 
mates jumped from the second story 
windows, receiving more or less severe 
injuries. T. C. Hammond, a printer.

“BIG SALMON FISHING. | 


FLY CASTING IN CANADIAN WATERS 
THAT MUST BE SPORT. 


A Pennsylvania Sportsman Tells About’ 
His Phenomenal Success—Fishing in 
Private Waters—How the Annual Prep- 
arations Are Maude. 


Jd. ton Myers, of Bethlehem, is a 
might¥ fisherman as well as a Nimrod of 
much repute. He plies his reel and shot- 
gun from the bead waters and’ primeval 
forests of Cavada to the lagoous aud pines 
of Florida. | 

He said: “I don’t know much about 
tarpon fishin, but wart to learn, Salm. 
on fishing is my favoritesport. Tell you 
about it? Wich pleasure. Two New York- 
ers, two Canwiliaus and two Pennsylva- 
bians comprise our ciub, Some years ago 
we purchased the fishing rights of the 
Moisic river in Canada, opposite Anacosti 
island, and on what was formerly the 
Hudson Bay company’s trail. To reach 
the grounis we takea little mail steamer 
that leaves Quebec every two weeks at the 
beginning of the fishing season, which is 
about June 1, although it varices somewhat 
according to the condition of the river. 

“There are six fishing pools in the river, 7 
or one for each member of the clab. In 
most saimon rivers these pools are widely 
&cattered, but in the Moisic they are all 
within hailing distance of each other, The 
pools begin at» point twenty-three miles 
from. the mouth, where we leave the 


propelled by Indian oarsmen, We draw - 
lots for the pools, each one of which is 
numbered, and then change places in roti 
tion exch day, so that at the end of the 
week ench man bas hada day’s fishing in 
each pool. ‘Tiiis prevents kicking, as the 
sport varies in different pools,,: 
CATCHING SALMON, 

“After reaching the grounds, we often 
have to wait several days, or even a week, 
before the fish begin their journey toward 
the rapids, or before they will consent to | 
take the fly. Assoonas they begin, how- 
ever, the sport improves steadily until the 
water reaches a temperature of 63 dexs., 
and then they stop biting. The sport is 
fast and exciting for from two to four 

ks, and during this time you can see . 
them jumping from tbe water in all direc- 
tions. 

“There are different theories to account 
for this habit of the salmon in jumping 
frora the water, Tne most popular one is 
tht they take this exercise to train them- 

thein trip vo the justas. 
an athlete would before undertaking a 
contest of strength or endurance. Each 
fisberman has two guides, who act as bow- 
man and gaffer. The former manages the 
anchor and the latter nails the fish after 
he is hooke:. 

“At the start the boat is anchored at the 
upperside of the pool. Vou first throw 
out six or eixht feet of line at an angle of 
45degs. The current carries the line back 
of the bont. This is repeated a couple of 
times, the line being engthened after each 
cast. If they dun’t come for the fly after a 
few casts there is no use waiting. You 
drop down the pool unti) you have thor- 
oughly fished it and then aes can retire 
for the day. 

“The salmon takes the fly quietly atid 
goes to the bottom, Tien the bowman 
takes up the anchor white the fisherman 
raises his poie and brings the line taut, 
Theu comes tre rug, the salmon throwing 
himself out of the water in his efforts to 
break the line, This he repeats six or 
eizbt times ani makes a break down stream 
fur the sea, while t)+ bons follows. Some 
salmon tishers like « fight, but Idon’s, 
You can easily kill the bizgest salmon 
within halfan hour, He will go deep and 
jig there for two hours if you want to wait 
fur him, but I like to yet him within reach 
of tbe gaff as soon as possible. 

PACKING SALMON, 

“Almost every salmon fisher has a differ- 
ent preference as to flies, There are hun- 
dreds of varieties. Ail that I ever needed 
wereancouple of Jack Scotts, some sixes, 
fours, and twos, some silver kings, aud a 
brewn dose, Tue best catch we ever made 
in the Moisic was three years ago when, in 
eiguteen days, we landed 404 salmon, ay- 
gregating, 9,347 pounds in weight. My 
largest individual catch for one day was 
fifwen fish, weighing 345 pounds. As the 
fish are caugint they are packed in the snow- 
houses, 

“We have “three houses which are Alled 


with snow by our men during the winter. | .- 


Ice is vot good for packing salmon. It cuts 
the flesh. When tieseason is over tle fixh 
is packed in snow, sent to the mouth of the 
Moisic, where it is repscked in snow ani 
sent on to Qiebec, where it is again im- 
bedded in 

“Our fishing grounds are ina wild, un- 
inhabited country, bat every season the 
Indians come dowu fromthe north in their 
canoes ou their annual visit to the priest. 
They are a ypvor, balf starved people, who 
look like a cross between an Eskimo and a | 
North American Indian, The moose aod 
deer ure kilied out, and the poor creatures 
have tittle left. to live on. ~ We fed six boat- 
loads at ouc camp, and [ thought they 
would eat us ont of house and home. Fish 
isabout the only article of food they have 
left.” 

-“How do the Canadian salmon differ 
from the Oregon fish?” was asked, 

“They differ in the very material fact 
that the Oregun fish will not take a fty. 
Otherwise they are about alike. The lary- 
est Canadian salmon | ever saw weigheif 
thirty-eight anda balf pounds. The aver- 
age will be about twenty-two or twenty- | 
three pounds.’’—Philadelphia Press.

The women of the world will be given 
agrand opportunity at the Columbian 
Exhibition to show what they can do in 
commercial, artistic, professional and 
al-other lines of work, The Woman's 
Building is 400x200 feet, and will cost 
$200,000, The building was designed 
by a woman and all its appointments 
will be the inspiration of woman's 
genius. A woman was-~ employed to 
model the caryatides supporting the. 
roof garden. and competition has been 
invited among women for the statuary 
above the roof line, and the relief com- 
positions in the main pediments of the 
building.” Several large surfaces 
adapted to mural painting will be in- 
trusted to such women as have had suf- 
ficient experience to warrant their be- 
ing intrusted with so- important a task. 
It is also hoped that thev wil) furnish 
most of the interior structural decora- 
tion. 

The Woman's Building will contain 
ample social headquarters, parlors. 
baiconies and roof gardens; reading, 
writing and committee rooms. a great 
congress hall in which organizations 
and clubs of women may meet for the 
interchange of ideas and hear addresses 
by distinguished visitors; headquarters 
for the press women, etc. These with 
many other features of interest are 
offered freely to all women. 

One room wili be reserved for a li-. 
brary of books by women. and another 
for the records and statistics of those 
employments in which women are en- 
gaged, which can not well be exhibited. 
There will also be a model hospital, 
with women physicians and trained 
nurses in attendance, and adjoining it 
will be a department of public comfort.

BIRD SLAUGHTER IN FLORIDA. 


A Chauce for Corbin, Freeman, Canby and

{Forest and Stream.] 

The rush of tourists to Florida in- 
creases every winter, and so much 
shooting (every man nearly takes his 
gun) is rapidly diminishing the game all 
through the country, 

The time was, and only a few years 
ago,when every bay and lagoon was 
teeming with birds, but when the fash- 
ion demanded that every woman's bon- 
net shouid be decorated with some kind 
of a bird or its feathers men were sent 
to florida to procure them, and one ex- 
pedition returned, it is said, with 100.- 
000 bird skius, shot during one winter. 
Such destruction is now felt, and al- 
though the authorities have now pro- 
hivited the slaughter, it ig like locking 
the stable after the horse is stolen. 

On the Apalachicola River wild tur- 
keys and ducks are shot wantonly from 
the decks of the steamboats, and alli- 
gators all along the banks come in for 
a fusillade from the rifles of the pas- 
sengers. Onmy recent trip on this 
river | saw numbers of turkeys shot as 
they were running along“the banks, 
that were, of course, wasted, as the 
boat could not stop to pick them up; 
and every flock of ducks that rose was 
fired into.’ killing or maiming more or 
less ofthem. Not only on the ground 
of wanton cruelty should the owners of 
thesé boats prohibit the use of fire- 
arms, but it is a great annoyance to 
many passengers to have rifles and shot- 
guns banging away afound them, to say 
nothing of the danger to life from care- 
less use of guns by mere boys, as some 
of them were. It is atheme the Forest 
and ‘Stream might properly bring to the 
notice of the proper authorities (the 
owners of the steamers).in the cause, 
and enter a protest against such wan- 
ton destruction of rare game as the tur- 
key, as well as every otber bird coming 
in for’slaughter, is now the case on 
the river boais on Southern rivers.

FRESH LITERATURE. 


A SHORT HISTORY OF ENGLAND. For 
Young People. uy Miss KE. S. KIRKLAND. 
(Chicago: A. C. McClurg & Co. Stoll & 
Thayer, Los Angeles.) 

In this little volume by Miss Kirkland 
the history of the mother country is 
presented ina clear, straight-forward 
and delightful manner, and its style is 
calculated to attract not only the gen- 
eral reader, but the class for whom it 
was especially intended. A few para- 
graphs trom the opening chapter will 
give some idea of the method of the au- 
thor and theecharacter of her work: 
‘The earliest Dame ‘tor the country now 
called England was Albion, which we 
find in the works of Greek writers more 
than 8UU years before Christ: When 
the Romans went. there it bore -the 
mame of Britain, and as such it was 
known for many centuries. Then it 
gradually, became. Angle-land, or En- 
giand, and in modern times the inhabi- 
tants have given to the whole island, 
including ngiand, Scotland and Wales, 
the name of Great Britain. 

‘Chere are many stories told about the 
Britons, going back as far as eight or 
nifie. centuries before Christ, and 
aithougb there is reason to think that 
these stories were invented by writers 
who lived long afterward, and that we 
really know nothing about the old 
Britons, yet it is well to know some- 
thing of the fables, ‘The first person 
to settle in Britain, we are told, was 
one brutus (called *‘Brut’’ by the early 
s orv tellers,) who was a great grandson 
of Aneas, a Trojan warrior andthe hero 
Virgil’s This Brutusis said 
to have conquered a race of giants who 
dwelt in the country, and to have built 
on the River Thames a city which he 
called New .- 

And so the story goes on down to our 
own time, giving the outlines of the his- 
tory of Great Britain, its beginning, its 
advance, and its development into 
splendid maturity. No more delightful 
history for the young can be found any- 
where.

If a bitter personal experience may 
be relied upon to furnish an interesting 
motif for a novel, ‘The Junior Part- 
ners,’’ by A. M. Rawson, formerly: of 
this city, ought to prove very engross- 
ing. Mr. Rawson suffered nearly all 
the ills which fow from intemperance, 
except death itself, and perhaps he suf- 
fered more than death.. He lost his 
family, uis.fortune and his reason, and 
was sent fo ap insane asylum. But he 
finally emerged, “clothed in his risht 
mind,“ and has written ‘a book which 
is really creditable as a literary produc- 
tion, and which details experiences not 
often laid before the public.

The 
prosperity of the past six months should” 
not blind the people to the fact that there 
is room for improvements in one line and 
apetber, which if carried out would make 
Pasadena a better place than it is now. 

Glancing hurriedly over the field, the 
completion of the sewer system wouldstrike 
even the casual observer as one of the im. 

tant movements tocarry out in 
t ix passing strange that years bave gone 
by since a complete sewer system was built 
at great expense. and yet no way has been 
liscovered which will permit the said sys. 
tem being connected with the sewer farin 
south of Alhambra. Here is a grand op. 
portunity for the town to move on. 

The casual observer would also suggest 
that the water supply be increased. It is 
true after months of discussion no end of 
wrangles between the water comp tnies, 
Vuidiusiious reports by special committees 
on matters pertaining to irrigation and ir- 
rigation districts. that steps have actually 
been taken looking toward the obtaining 
of more water by boring at Devil's Gate. 
{t is to be sin erely hoped that the desired 
end may be attained shortly. If not, then 
the town has another grand opportunity to 
move on by taking active steps toward 
securing an adequate supply by storage. 
reservoirs or otherwise before the summer 
yeason begins to assert itself. 

The Dusiaess men should balance up and 
move on by continuing in the line of im- 

rovement and progress. Trade will be 
brisk this year, but it should be remem- 
bered that business now seeks no one. It 
must be sought wisely and persistently, 
and only those who appreciate the wonder- 
ful progress of the age will be able to keep 
pace with the procession. Pasadena is dis- 
tinguished as acity of homes, but there 
need be no dull season, even with Los An- 
geles so near, for the local merchant who

The residents and property owners 
should move on by keeping their homes in 
apple-pie order—an expression which New 
Englanders wiil appreciate ; Colorado street 
should be paved through the business sec.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Another Transcontinental Road 
Promised for San Diego. 


Another Good Record of Fast Passen- 


ger Train Running. 


A Big Judgment Against the Southern 
Pacific Company. 


An Incident of the Snow Blockade—Good 
Times for Locomotive Engineers— 
General, Local and Personal 
Railroad Mention, 


A. recent issne of the Railwav Age 
says that ‘Donald McLean, formerly 
connected with \he Pacific Short Line, 
is interested in a company which pro- 
poses to build a railroad from El Paso, 
Tex., through Northern Mexico to a 
junction at the mouth of the Colorado 
with a short line now being constructed 
from the latter point to San Diego. 
Cal." .Though no short line is now be- 
ing constructed between the points 
named, this is important news for it 
shows what is possible under the Mexi- 
can subsidy system. The article quoted 
goes on to explain that to the project- 
ors of this road through the most 
worthless stretch of country in North 
America the government of Mexico 
offers the right-of-way, 230 feet wide; 
all station, dock or terminal grounds 
through or in al. lands owned‘ by 
the government. It also gives as 
a subsidy $14,805 worth of 6 per 
cent. 10-80 government bonds for 
each mile of road built. The govern- 
ment further gives al! mines discovered 
or opened in the construction of the 
road and exempts all lines and property 
from taxation for the period of twenty 
years. It also exempts from duties all 
material, machinery, roliing stock, etc., 
used in constructing and maintaining 
the road for the period of seventeen 
years. The government binds itself at 
the end of ninety-nine vears to take all 
the incumbrances 
and agrees to purchase at their ap- 
praised value all rolling stock, station 


_houses, etc., used in operating the road | 


and pay cash forthem. Forits part of 
this undertaking the city of El Pase is 
yr to aid the road to the extent 

$150.000, and as El Paso would be. 
me principai terminus and the only 
town on the road east of the Pacific 
Ocean, this is a small _ subsidy. 
Perhaps no other stretch of coun- 
try of equal magnitude can _ be 
found on this continent which o2f- 
fers so little inducement for rail- 
road building, and promises’ 
littie loca) support, as the territory ly- 
ing just. below the northern Mexican 
boundery line, “and uniess the govern- 
ment aid is sufficient to make the pro- 
ject profitable without hope of traffic 
gains, it will be sometime before the 
enterprise described will become an 
accomplished fact. Even San Diego, 
sanguine and enthusiastic always, does 
not crow ovemthe prospects of such a 
new Eastern connection. | 

SCRAP HEAP. 


“This has been a good season so far for 
testing the relative merits of the differ- 
ent kinds of railroad snow plows.

A special train on the Chicago and 
Alton broke the record the other day 
for fast running between Chicago and 
Kansas City. It left Chicago at mid- 
night Saturday and arrived at Kansas 
City at 11:80 Sundav morning, making 
the distance of 489 miles in eleven and 
a half hours. The actual running time 
was at the rate of 45.1 miles per hour, 
some stretches of road being gone over 
at the lively rate of 63 miles pér hour.

THE CITY’S STREETS. 


Annual Report of Superintendent 
Hutchinson. - 


a, A Creditable Exhibit in All Branches 
of Street Improvement. 


Grading, Paving and Sewering in 
Progress All Over the City. 


One Hundred and Six Miles of Improved 
Streets, with Nine Miles of Paving 
and Forty-six Miles of Sewers - 
—Interesting Statistics, 


In accordance with the charter pro. 
vision, Street Superintendent Hutchin- 
son has compiled his annual report of 
the operations of his department for 
1891, which will be submitted to the 
Council today. The report is a very 
lengthy document, going into detail 
and giving a large amount of valuable 
information: 

SIREET SPRINKLING. 

‘The Superintendent sets forth the diméul- 
ties he has had to contend with during the 
past yearin keeping graded streets in re- 
pair owing to the manner in which the 
street sprinkling has been conducted, and 
says much money has been lost owing to 
lack of sprinkling. Under the new contract 
the Superintendent fears that matters will 
not be improved for the reason that the 
street sprinkling is not under the control of 
his department and when, after repairing 
streets, he will have no way of having 
the work properly sprinkled except at the 
pleasure of the superintendent of street 
sprinkling. 

A MATTER OF PAVING. 

The Superintendent again calls attention 
to the necessity of providing in the fran- 
chises of corporations for, operating street 
railroads that the company shall be com- 
pelled to lay upon roper foundation the 
pavement by the Council in the 
franchise, the space between the tracks 
and rails, and on streets where the pave- 
ment is ajready down, this. rule-shouid be 
rigidiy enforced. The condition of the 
zanjas is also cited as one of the difficulties 
in the way of keeping the streets in proper 
| repair, asis also the promiscuous tearing 
up of the by corporations and 
private individuals, all of which should be 
stopped, and ali work on the streets should 
be done under the immediate supervision 
of the street department. 

The condition of the p»ved streets in the 
business portion of the city, the Superin- 
tendent says, has been a well-founded cause 
for complaint, but by adopting the recom- 
mendations above given this can be re. 
moved. 

STREET WORK DURING THE YEAR. 

During the year the foliowing str-ets 
have been graded and graveled, to-wit: 
Bonnie Brae street, from Arnold to Ocean 
View; Alhambra avenue, in front of the 
E. L. A. Park; Breed street, from First to 
Brooklyn; Burlington avenue, from 120 
feet north (rejected); Bonsello avenue, 
from Washington to Twenty-third; Centen- 
from Temple to Bellevue; 
Fourth street, from Wall to San Peiro 
street; Griffin avenue; from Grandin to 
Cafiada; Hope street, from Seventeenth to 
Eighteenth; Maple avenue and Twenty- 
third street intersection; San Pedro street. 
from Fourth to Fifth; Sixtn street, from 
Miin to San Pedro; San Julian street, from 
Eighth to Ninth; .Twenty-first street, from 
Figueroa to Estrella avenue; Twenty-third 
street, from Main to San Pedro; Thirtieth 
street, from Grandto Figueroa; Twelfth 
street, from Ojiive to Pearl: Wall street. 
from Fourth to Boyd; Figueroa street, 
from Temple to Bellevue; Ninth street, 
“from Santa Fé avenue to the river. -

SIDEWALKS, 

During the year ending November 30, 
1891, there were laid under the Vrooman 
Act, .2717 miles,of asphalt sidewalk at a 
costof $1746;.69 miles of cement side.

contracts .171 miles of asphalt sidewalk kt 
a cost of $1222; 2.97 miles of cement side. 
walk at a cost of $13,505, making a total 
mileage of sidewaik laid during the year of 
4.1027 miles at a cost of $18,937. 

The above has given entire satisfaction 
to the department, excepting in obe par- 
ticular, which is, that there should be some 
reguiation as to what partof the sidewalk 
the cement portion should occupy.

17, 1890, no record had been kept by 
which the department was abie to even 
estimate the amount of repairs to streets in 
any section of thecity, During the past 
year the foremen have been required to 
make a report each week to the office of the 
amount of work done and in what locality, 
but owing toalack of system the depart- 
ment has been unable to report the work 
in detail as I desired, and a great amount 
of Work had to be classed under the head 
of “miscellaneous.” | 

On the first day of December a system 
was inaugurated which had been carefully — 
studied out and experimented with by 
which at the close of the year, or 
when the next annuai report is fled, it will 
be ible to account fore spoonful of 
gravel, every inch of lumber and where 
each man worked at any given time. It 
will also be shown the amount of work 
done for the other departments of the city 
government which is charged to this de.

The matter of strect sweeping has been 
very satisfactory during the year and the 
Superintendent is confident that the streets 
os for themselves to visitors.

of an inspector to look after the work.

Brilliant Stotes, Crowded Streets and 
Presents Beyond Compare.

“Cmicaco, Dec. 24.—|Special corre- 
spondehce It is very 
difficult for me to find the reasons for 
the strong affection that some of the 
residents of Los Angeles. bear for this 
dirty, windy, odoriferous city. I know 
many charming people in Los Angeles 
atthis moment, though enjoying the 
clean, fresh air, the warm, bright syn- 
shine and luxuriating inthe sight and 
scent of sweet flowers, still have the 
wretched taste to pine for the soot and 
noisy Crowds and wonder ‘‘What are 
they doing in deat Chicago this Christ- 
mas?’ These misguided, homesick peo- 
ple inspire me with great pity, for IT am 
struggling in the throes of homesick- 
ness for California and have a fellow 
feeling with them. The hope of, to a 
very small degree, allev ating their suf- 
fering is the object of this letter. 

No description of anything in Chicago 
would be complete without mention of 
the weather. Chicago’s weather is al- 
ways so obstreperously demonstrative 
that it would not allow itself to be long 
forgotten. Chicago has been trying her 
best to verify the old saying, *‘A green 
Christmas makes a fat graveyard.”’ Of 
course no one would expect to find any- 
thing native to Chicago, green, but the 
rain and raw winds are making up for 
the absence of greenness in being ‘‘way 
off’’. from the prescrived Xmas weather, 
to-wit, bracing cold, with sleighing. 
Then raw winds and cold rains are quite 
sufficiently unhealthy t6 germinate la 
grippe. diphtheria. scarlet fever and the 
numerous other lung apd throat troub- | 
s. On thé street cars, in the stores, 

everywhere, the snatches of conversa- 
tion overheard all refer tosome dear 
one ill at home.- Many, many. Chicago | 
fireside circles will be very drear, lone- 
some and anxious this Christmas. 

In spite of the terrible prevalence of 
illness and death, the shop-keepers 
claim never before to have had such a 
rush of business. The postmaster says 
that this year’s volume of bundles is 
twice as heavy as last. The express 
offices cannot understand the rush; they 
say itis out of all proportion to the 
ratio of increase of Chicago's. popula- 
tion. They have hundreds of extra men 
at work night and day, vet the bundles 
accumulate sorapidiy that exira build- 
ings have been hired to store them in, 
while waiting théir turn. The 
streets present a very gay appearance 
in spite of the drizzling rain, the 
mud andthe slush. The procession of 
hurrying people, gaily and _ poorly! 
dressed, form a most interesting kaleid- 
oscope: Most of the stores ‘are fes- 
tooned with evergreen, inside and ont, 7 
and are decked with garlands of holly 
and bells and wreaths made of the little 

‘immortelle flowers dyed in most gor- 
zeous colors. Some of the florists haye 
very beauciful displays. 1 saw several 
calla lilies in a window as an especial 
attraction. Hothouse violets, in little 
bunches of twelve violets in each, deco- 
rate several street stands, and sell at 
85 cents a punch. This year the win- 
dow displays are not particularly novel. 
Marshall Field & Co. have the” most 
unique. It is supposed to be a scene on 
the Rialto in Venice, and contains a 
gondola made entirely of fancy hand- 
kerchiefs and bearing a cargo of French 
dollies. It is lit with incandescent 
lights and is very conspicuous at night.

with antiquities, beautiful oid hand- 
carved chests. and chairs and rich tapes- | 
tries. Allthe stores have their most 
beautiful goods placed soas tocatch the 
eyeofthe anxious throng.

Another very popular gift is the 
fillet or band made of gold, silver. or 
tortoise shell, to keep down the short 
locks of the much-crimped, dyed, banged 
and burnt hair of the present ‘‘sweil’’ 
girl. ° 
When a pretty bow or ornament is 
fastened on top, they make an ex- 
tremely becoming addition to a young 
lady's head-gear, and are much worn. 
Many of the more expensive fillets have 
top ornaments of Rhine stones, garnets, 
amethysts and sometimes diamonds. 
So many dainty, inexpensive gifts are 
on every side that the time-worn Xmas 
card is spurned, except by the dowdy 
or some desperate. guileless men who, 
persuaded into buying by the pretty 
shop girls, disgust the recipient with 
their bad taste.

The “Posada” in Its Native Lair— 
Beautiful Religious Ceremonies.

spondence of ‘ue Times.}] Mexico is. 


the country of frequent holidays, beau- 
tiful women and nice climate. The 
: posadus have come upon us with a ven- 
geance. The ‘word posada means an 
inn. and the custom of observing same 
is both peculiar and pleasurable. In 
many houses nicimientos (groups rep- 
resenting the birth of Christ) will be 
set up for the semi-religious ceremonies. 
The custom is a relic of old Spanish 
rule. The posatdas commemorate the 
nine days’ journey of the Biessed Vir- 
gin and St. Joseph from Nazareth to 
Bethlehem, onthe eve of the birth of 
Christ, when the mother of Jesus tried 
to find an inn in which shelter could be 
obtained. 

When rightly celebrated the entire 
house is lighted with candles, tapers, 
etc. The family and invited friends 
commence to march in procession from 
room to room and through tie corridors 
and hallways, holding lighted tapers 
and singing litanies. Figures repre- 
senting St. Joseph and the Virgin are 
carried generally by two small children 
or two pretty girls at the head of the 

rocession. Sometimes even a live 

onkey is pressed into service to repre- 
sent that faithful beast of burden who 
carried the holy family in some of its 
journeys. As the procession passes 
from door to door the travelers knock, 
and after having been refused admit- 
tance by a song at several! of the rooms, 
they are at last allowed to enter a room 
where they are greeted with more sing- 
ing. The holy figures are then put 
away inacornerof the room for the 
next day, and the fun of the evening 

commences, the breaking of the pinata. 
somely decorated and covered with 
bright ornaments. It is filled with 
toothsome delicacies and-is suspended 
from the ceiling in the center of the 
room. Thechildren, armed with sticks, 
are allowed to try to break it. Once 
broken the contents fall to the children, 
after which gifts and refreshments are 
handed around. There is now less 
style and elegance in the matter of 
gifts than in the old days, when $2000 
would be spent on a posida, and gifts 
of gold and silver would be distributed. 


The posadas of Christmas eve are) 


slightly different from those of the 
previous nights. A room is selected 
generally to represent the stable in 
Bethlehem, and the guests are expected 
to be present there about the supposed 
time of Christ's birth. Previous to 
that hour supper is served, at which 
fish, salads and revultillo predominate. 
The latter is a spicy, thirst-provoking 
dish. Refreshmentin plentitude follows 
the supper. The young people are then 
expected to choose partners for the 
dance. During the nine days of cele- 
bration balls will be held nightlv at the 
places where posudiis are set up. One 
of’ the gardens of any of the plazas 
present a curious sight. A tourist 
strolling through the bazaars, booths 
and stands may easily imagine himself 
in Cairo. The palm huts, rush-covered 
booths and the pine-decorated bazaars 
are occupied by girls and women selling 
their Christmas wares. Figures inclay, 
wax, wood and: candy are being dis- 
played and represent the nucimiento; 
and the impressible peanut, coffee and 
fruit-venders are not by any means be- 
ing missed. 
in all Christian countries Christmas. 
is a great festival, but in Latin coun- 
tries this day is dull, because the people 
exhaust themselves during the nine pre- 
vious nights, the festivities of which. 
are suppesed to be only the prelude of 
the great festival. As a consequence, 
Christmas day in Mexico is a very com- 
monplace feast day, no greater than 
numerous others that could be men- 
tioned: . .. 
Congress adjourned vesterday after a 
quiet, business-like session, in which 
considerable good work was accom- 
plished. Measures of especially great 
importance were notenacted, buta vast 
fea) of useful legislation was acted 
upon. During the session there was a 
lack of excitement in the discussions, 
but the fact is that Congress is thor- 
oughly in accord with the executive, 
and according to the system of levisla- 
tion in this country the measures re- 
garded as essential are initiated by the 
executive. The members of the two 
branches of Congress, being desirous of 
promoting the country's progress, are 
always ready to give the executive all 
‘he assistance in their power to ad- 
vance this end. Therefore it is not 
strange that no quibbles should be raised 
in the enactment of measures desired 
and recommended by an executive whi¢h 
has had long experience, and which 
ssesses the absolute confidence of 
ongress. Animated debates under the 
revailing circumstances would have 
n indeed remarkable. AlJthough. 
Congress has adjourned, there was no 
final action taken on the proposed repeal’ 
of the organic or federal law which de- 
clares marriage indissoluble. The re- 
peal of this law was intended merely as 
the first step toward a law by Conyress 
roviding for divorce in the federal 
istrict and .tervitories, leavi the 
‘states to their own devicés on the sub- 
ject of divorce. The argtiments 
made in Congress seem to show very 
clearly that the federal law declaring 
marriage indissoluble. is unconstitu- 
tional. The debates seemed to indicate 


that a majority of the members take’ 


this view of that law, and therefore 
favor its repeal. but simply on Lhe sub- 
ject of its unconstitutionality.

—John A. Benson and His Sold 
Swindles—The Government

Amore flagrant case of ‘surveying 
ring’’ than that of the notorious ‘‘Ben- 
son gang”’ in California it would be hard 
to hunt upinthe entire country.

Secretaries of the interior. commission- 
ers of the general land office, surveyors- 
general,.senators and representatives 
protected Benson right along until Mr. 
Cleveland became President. The rea- 
son was very much like the one given to 
his attorney by the Irishman when the 
jury, against the counsel’s expectation, 
acquitted his client of hog-stealing. 

Every man on the jury had a piece 
of the hog. 

At last Nemesis in the shape of a 
change of administration overtook him, 
and the few Democratic beneficiaries of 
his crimes were not strong enough to 
save him from being proceeded against.. 

I doubt if Benson was worth, ind 882, 
$100, but when he ‘‘failed’’ in San 
Francisco in 1885 it was for the baga- 
telle of $400,000. 

Charges against Benson and his 
“gang’* had been made frequently, but 
his friends were too strong. Land 
Commissioner Williamson, who. subse- 
quently became land agent of the North- 
ern Pacific. for instance, made at one 
time a pretended investigation into 
such chargés, but the result was a fore- 
gone conclusion, since Williamson al- 
most lived at Benson's Alameda resi- 
dence while in California. When, un- 
der thé Cleveland admiu-stration, a 
United States grand jury finally, at 
last, dissected Benson's career, he 
and his accessories were indicted for 
perjury, forgery, conspiracy. fraud and 
pretty nearly every other crime on the 
list. 

To make a contract for the survey of 
hundreds of square miles of public land, 
and then draw pay for the same on the 
strenth of fictitions field notes and 
plats, manufactured by experts in Ben- 
son’s San Francisco office, without a 
single man ever having placed a survey- 
ing instrument on a foot of that land, 
with the necessary oaths forged thereto 
and administered to dummies, was one 
of the many innocent ways which Ben- 
son invented for reducing the surplus in 
the United States treasury. 

No sooner were these indictments 
found than the legal battle began, and 
it continued with such great suc- 
cess as to, delay proceedings un- 
der Mr. Cleveland's Republican suc- 
cessor, so that up to date John A. 
Benson and his “‘gang’’ have not yet 
been punished for their crimes. A few 
years ago Mr. Benson passed through 
Chicago. He came from Copenhagen 
and was accompanied by United States 
Marshal Franks of Califofnia. Benson 
had gone to Europe. and when he 
reached Denmark was suspected of being 
wanted by the English government. 
Upon his arrest copies of the San Fran- 
cisco indictments were found in his 
luggage. Minister Anderson, our rep- 
resentative, was communicated with, 
and, Benson's presence being needed in 
California, his extradition was asked 
and granted. Upon his return he hon- 
ored Chicago with a short, if involun- 
tary, visit. The cases are still pend- 
ing, and the chances are that, excepting 
possible financial ruin, Benson and his 
gang will go unwhivped by justice—as 
usual in such cases. | 


First cousin to the ‘‘land grabber’’ is 
the ‘timber depredator.”’ Verv few 
people realize that $200.000,000 will 
probably not cover the value of timber 
of which the public lands belonging to 
the people have been stripped by thieves 
within the last fifty years.

And the Bast Will be the Worst--Rough 
Weather Ahead for the States 
Beyond the Rocky 
Mountains.

St. Josses (Mo.,) Dec. 81.—My last 
letter gave forecasts of the storm wave 
due to cross the continent from Jan- 
vary 1 to 6. 

We may ,now expect some genuine 
winter weather. We had the early win- 
ter in, October and November. The 
Missouri River was frozen over early in 
November as far south as St. Joseph. 
We have had the warm weather in the 
last half of December as predicted, and 


‘now a relapse into very much colder 


weather is due. | 

As to weather events Jan 
a notable month. 
tinue to increase in force from first to 
last, and the last storm will be the most 
severe of all the five storm waves due 
to cross the continent this month. The 


“first storm wave of the month, however, 


is expected to be guite severe on the 
Atlantic coast about the 6th. ? 
The next siorm wave will be ue to 


reach our Pacific Coast about Jannary 
6, cruss the Rocky Mountains by the 
close of the 8th, the great central val- 
leys from the 9thto Ilith, and reach 
the Atlantic cOast-about the 12th. It 
should be borne in mind that in these 
calculations reference is had to the 
front of the storim center or about the 
isobaric line 80, unless special mention 
is made of some other part of the storm. 
This storm wave will move on a curved 
line south of the path of the one that 
precedes it, and will probably affect 
the weather of the whole country. The 
path of its center will not be far froma 
line extending down the Missouri, u 
the Ohio and then northeast towar 
Newfoundland. 

The cool wave will be due to cross

Every person should have a high re- 
gard forall sincere, earnest, industrious 
and intelligent ministers whose duty it 
is to discuss and teach moral and re- 
vealed theology, and any effort to bring 
a conflict between that class of teachers 
and those engaged in scientific research 
is useless and unprofitable. 

The scientist in the study of the phys- 
ical forces of the universe is neces- 
sarily a student of natural theology, 
that Webster defines as being: ‘‘The 
knowledge of God from his works, by 
the light of nature and reason.”’ 

The same authority defines revealed 
thevlogy as being: ‘‘That which isto 
be learned only from revelation.”’ 

There can be no conflict between the 
two, for one has reference to that which 
can only be ‘tearned from revelation, 
and therefore cannot be reached by ob- 
servation, by reason, nor by the light 
of nature. Itis that which cannot be 
proven or establisbed by any material 
or physical proof at this time, and, 
therefore, depends on faith. © 

On the other hand those who inter- 
pret revealed theology cannot establish 
any dogma contrary to anything that is 
now known and susceptible of being 
proven tobeatruth. As an example: 
An interpreter of revealed religion can- 
not now establish that the earth is the 
fixed center of the universe; with the 
sun, moon and stars revolving around it 
every day. 

On the other hand that which isa 
proper subject of revealed theology 
cannot be disproven by scientists, be- 
cause it is entirely beyond their reach, 
their reason, beyond the light which 
Nature sheds upon it. As an example 
of this we may point to the fixed laws 
of nature. What proof can scientists 


laws? We know they are fixed. and so 
farasany proof that science can dis- 
cover they are unchangeable, but their 
origin is forever a hidden secret to 
science, and therefore is a qtiestion that 
only revealed theology can deal with. 

For these reasons we must draw the 
line between revealed theology where 
science fails to possessreasonable proof, 
and therefore there can be no quarrel 
between science and theology, and in 
these discussions of creation it must be 
distinctly understood that the existence 
of a Creator whom theologists call God. 
is not denied and not discussed. Science 
cannot discuss such a question. 

There is another kind, called moral 
theology, which Webster defines as: 
‘That which teaches the divinetaws as 
they relate to moral character and con- 
duct.’ This has no reference to what 
we believe. but to what we do, and it is 
not to be presumed that anyone engaged 
in the discussion of natural laws would 
so far forget the duty dué to humanity | 
as to interpose aught against any proper 
efforts of theologians in teaching good 
morals. 

These remarks appear to be necessary 
to allay any fears that may arise as to 
a conflict between these discussions and. 
those engaged in teaching the bdsic 
principles of religion. There are cer- 
tainly two distinct fields, one occupied 
by theology, the other by science, and 
the line of demarkation is so distinct 
that there can be no mistake as to the 
sphere of each. Going in either direc- 
tion, one ends where the other begins, 
and that which will establish one is not 
evidence in the other. 

The theologian should be an advocate 
of scientific research, for this only opens 
up to view the vastness of the created, 
the harmony of all material things, and 
this research will bring every true 
scientific mind to a point beyond which 
it can never go and where it can 
realize that if the origin of these fixed 
laws are, or are ever to be, known that
